developments of nu invention which, in ac- 
cordance with ils name, has already sor.ndetl 
far and wide the fnmo of ttto telephone. 


Tho telephone, in its present form, con- 


sists of n powerful, compound, permanent 
inaquet, to the poles of which are attached 
onlhinry telegraph coils of insulated wire. 
In front of the poles, surrountled hy these 
coils of wire, is placed a diaphragm of iron. 
A mouth-piece to converge tho sound upon 
thin diaphragm substantially completes tho 
arrangement. As is well known, tho mo- 
tion of steel or iron in front of the pcles of 
a magnet creates n current of electricity in 
coils surrounding the poles of the magnet, 
and the duration of this current of electri- 
city coincides with the duration of tho mo- 
tion of the steel or iron moved or vibra- 
ted in 
fho proximity of the 
magnet. 


When the human 
voice 
causes 
the 


diaphragm to vibrate, electrical umlula- 
tionR nro induced in the coils environing 
the magnets precisely analogous to the un- 
dulations of the air produced hy that voice 
These coils nre connected with the Hue wire 
which may be of any length, provided thi 
insulation be good. 
The undulations wbicl 


are induced in these coils travel through th 
Hue wire, nnd passing through tho coils o 
nu instrument of precisely similar construe 
tioii at tho distant station,nre iigaiu reaolvei 
into nir undulations by the diaphragm o 
this instrument.

In the case of thoroughly domesticated doga 
this is not attended with any serious results, 
because tho dogs tako to it kindly ; but the 
sullen and snapujsh nature of the Spitz may 
at any time break out and result iu injury 
to tho children involving n horrible death.

as ho is, ho will 


mako his way to substantially tho saoio dis- 
tinction he enjoyed in the House, although 
somo littlo time may bo required to adjust 
himself to his now conditions. 


A like certainty may bo predicted of tho 


new Senator from Massachusetts, Hon. Geo. 
F. Hoar. In fact, tho impression is genera! 
that Mr. Hoar is by nature belter adapted 
to tho Senate than to tlio House, and that his 
calm, powerful logic, his Ihoughlfuluess, 
breadth of view and tasteful scholarship will 
give him influence and prestige in tho upper 
chamber greater tlian ho had in the body 
which, in spite of its bettor elements, can 
on occasion, with too ready a facility, trans- 
form itself into a "boar garden."
